Earle has now summoned the Pennsylvania Legislature 
in special session. 
The majority a l t h e members are Democrats 
and Mr. Earle therefore has reason to believe they will be friendly 
to him. 
I he Legislature is asked to do two things. 
One is to 
f create a legislative committee to inquire into the charges. 
T he 
I other is to enact a law to restrict the power of a Grand Jury 
•already called to investigate the conduct of a State Administration. 
If this program is realized there will be only one inquiry into the 
Governor s conduct and that inquiry will be under the most friendly 
of auspices. 
I he Governor offers an astonishing 
efense for the course he 
has charted. 
I he Grand Jury investiga' on must be prevented, he 
says, because it represents an invasion by the judiciary of the proper 
sphere of the legislative branch of Government. Boss I weed didn’t 
think of that one. 
Gov. Earle conveniently forgets that violations of the criminal 
law have been charged. . . . 
I he charges, if true, would justify impeachment proceedings 
in the Legislature. 
But graft and extortion are not only grounds 
for impeachment; they are also crimes, and the determination of 
whether a crime has been committed is the business of courts. 
If, 
as a result of a Grand Jury investigation, indictments are voted, 
the men accused will have ample opportunity to defend them­ 
selves. Quite commonly, public officials when falsely accused have 
welcomed the opportunity to clear themselves which a trial a f f o r d s . 
I hey have preferred a trial in open court to a whitewashing by 
friendly politicos. 
“Gov. Earle’s gyrations suggest the state of his mind. 
The 
Democratic Party in Pennsylvania seemed, until quite recently, to 
be in an impregnable position. 
I oday its forces are divided and 
its factions are embittered. 
To the charges of gross mis-use of 
relief funds for political purposes have been added accusations of 
graft and corruption on a huge scale. 
The effort to avoid judicial 
inquiry and possible exposure until after the election in November 
may find its explanation rn desperation.

Democratic New Deal Administration in Washington 
and the Democratic Earle administration in Pennsylvania have one 
thing in common— they do not like to be investigated. 
Indeed, 
they resist with vehemence and with screams of outrage when 
suspicion is directed against them. . . . 
I he Democratic Governor of Pennsylvania, George Earle, 
has fought for weeks to prevent a grand jury investigation of charges 
of corruption made against his administration— not by Republicans, 
but by his own former attorney general, Charles J. Margiotti, and 
by Mayor S. Davis Wilson of Philadelphia, who was recently a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination for Senator against Earle 
himself. 
Gov. Earle when he was unable to coerce the courts into 
denying 
a grand jury investigation of these charges, issued a call 
for his Democratic controlled State Legislature to come to his aid. 
He hoped, apparently, to have the Legislature subpoena all the in­ 
formation which was to have been submitted to the grand jury— 
and it will either be made public or not as the legislative committees 
deem advisable. 
Barring that, or perhaps in addition, it is planned 
to have the Legislature pass a law preventing a grand jury investi­ 
gation of the administration in Harrisburg. 
“What has come over the American people? 
Public opinion 
seemingly lies dormant and inert. 
I he New Deal Democrats in 
Washington and in Pennsylvania have no intention of being 
in­ 
vestigated.’ 
They do not plan to let the light of day shine upon 
come of 
their activities. 
And it looks very much as though they 
would get away with it, one way or another. 
“ I he New Dealers have broken down the morale of the 
country, and are breaking it further. 
Yet, they are expansive in 
their declaration that never before have the people been so con ­ 
scious of wrong doing, so unwilling to permit the exploitation of 
the people themselves. 
To quote a shopworn but nevertheless 
pointed saying: it is to laugh .
